brother, C. H. Grant, and attorney 
Williamson, came to St. Marys, yes- 
terday from Portland, Ind., to Insti 
tuto proceeding In replevin to recover 
certain household goods which had 
been attached by Thomas Culllton as 
the administrator of D. J. Green. 
The facts aa disclosed since the writ 
of attachment was executed are sub 
stautlally as follows: 


D. J. Green, for several montln 


prior to his tragic death, had been 
maintaining the Pelker women and a 
female chum, Ella Wooden, to well- 
furnished quarters at Lima. Letters 
found among Green's effects after hla 
death disclosed the fact that he 
not ouly paying the running house- 
hold expenses of these women, but 
they were eternally aud persistently 
begging him Tor money upon one pre- 
text or another. Some time ago Mrs. 
Felkcr's husband, who Is now living 
at Middlepolnt, came to Lima, and 
swore out a warrant for Green and 
Mrs. Felker on thecharge or adultery, 
Mrs. Felker skipped for Portland, 
Ind., and left Miss Wooden Iu charge 
of the apartments. Tiie fact that 
Green was constantly pursued by 
Felker, who threatened to prosecute 
him. Is said to have had more ic- 
lluence than anything else in driving 
Green to a suicidal gra^e. 


Marshal Culllton, after being ap- 


pointed administrator, determined to 
recover ail that belonged to Green, 
and went to Lima for that purpose. 
Upon his arrival he discovered the 
rooms vacated, and the household 
goods ready to ship to C. II. Grant at 
Portland, Ind. 
The car containing 


the goods had already started, and 
the marshal telegraphed instructions 
to detain It at St. Marys. 
The in- 


structions were carried out, and the 
goods removed from the car.

Felker has taken steps to recover the 
property, and the matter Is to be 
settled In 'Squire Frltsch's court to-

The Oxford Down ia • crossbred' 


sheep with au iutersting history. In 
1330 eome English breeders croesot 
Cotawokl rams upon Hampshire Down 
ewes and noted the result, which was 
practically a new breed of sheep. They 
fostered tho new breed and improved il 
in all ways in their power and gave it 
tbe name of Oxford Down. 


In tbe illustration issbown a famous 


imported ram of this breed. He weighed 
at his best nearly 400 pounds. The Ox- 
ford Down sheep is a thorough mixture 
of Cotswold and Hampshire Down. It 
ban the tuft of curly wool npon the fore- 


oxrono nows RAM. 


bead that characterizes the Cotswold, 
witb the dark faco and legs of the 
Hampshire Down. The rama sometimes 
shear 20 pounds of wool for a first 
fleeco, aud the average shearing of a 
lamb 14 mouths old ia eight to nino 
pounds. At 14 mouths old tho carcass 
weighs 80 to »0 pounds. The wool is 
much heavier and finer than that of tho 
Cotawold and is from five to seven 
inches long.

is that tboy are nunfmally hardy ami 
easily kept. 
.In weft soils where other 


breeds would hnvo foot rot aud various 
diseases tho Oxford Down continues to 
thrive aud grow.

BorM Feed* 


The ijest food for general poirposos at 


our disposal is oats. 
How much then 


ought we to feed? No person can lay 
down a hard and fust rule in this re- 
spect, as some horses are wasby ncd 
hard to keep in condition, but tho aver- 
age farm horse of about 1,200 pounds 
can live aurl do good work ou throe gal- 
lons of outs per day with a gnllou of 
dry brail the last thing at night. I thiuk 
that uioHt people are inclined to food 
tboir horiitis too much oatH and not give 
theru sufficient change. Tboy feed them 
huy and oats for 300 days iu tba year, 
•nd if their digestive organs gat out of 
repair, and they call a "vot" and aro 
asked what they have fed tho horse they 
will answer, "Hay 
cud oatit," and 


thiuk they havo done their wholo duty 
by that horse. 
As '.veil ask a man to 


live on salt pork aud potatoes three 
tiuios por day Irum year'H oud l;o year's 
curl and nothing else and expect hiiu to 
remain healthy. 


A very large number of people feed 


brau with oats to their horses. 
I con- 


sider this a very bad plan, for when a 
horse is eating oats aloue ho will oliew 
it until it is pretty well masticated, but 
whuu it is uaxod with bntu, as soou as 
the bran gets wet ui his mouth lUie oats 
feels as if it were all chewed, and he 
bolts tho whole mass. 
If u horse is 


greedy anrl apt to bolt his oats it is a. 
very easy thiug to construct a self feed- 
ing box so that it will ruu iu slo-vvly 
aud bo oammt bolt it. 
FailiDg :iu that, 


put six or eight stones as large us your 
fl«t iia thu bottom of tbo manger, and 
he will got cautious and eat slowly 
after a few grabs at tho stoueii. 
Tho 


ltin^ ami warjt oi! proper njasllioatiou 


can bo got over by crushing. 
I know 


there is a feeling ngaiust feeding driv- 
ing horses crushed oats, as it is thought 
to maJto them soft, hot I do not think so. 


By giving a gnllou of rlry bran every 


uight before goiug to bed vrhan you 
visit the stable, which all owners of 
horses should do, hia stomach isi partly 
enipfcy, aud if the weather ia very warm 
givo half a pail of water and then tho 
bran. After watering and feeding oats if 
there aro any signs of colic they will bo 
viKible at this time of night and can bo 
taken iu time, while if they are left 
until morning tho horse might bo dear! 
from inflammation or hopelessly crip- 
pled from casting. Brau given every 
night as a mash would cnose many 
horses tosoour, but ciry brau does not act 
so lunch as a laxative, OH they havo to 
lick it down slowly, and for food pur- 
poses it does them more good than a 
mush. 


Whon oats is scarce and wheat on 


baud, half whont mid half oats or one- 
third each wheat, barley and oats makes 
good strong food aucl should be fed in 
proportion to its strength. Where I 
would feed ono gallon, of oats I would 
feed half a gallon of wheat or two- 
thirds of a gallon of barley, or in that 
proportion of any mixed food. Tbe val- 
uable colts at tbo famous Palo Alto 
Farm in California aro fed twice each 
day all the oats they will eat and at 
uight all tbo ground barley and bran 
they -will cloau up, scalded at noon cr at 
the night's leed. I have also seen horsea 
do good slow work ou a gallon of flue 
shorts throe times per day with wet out 
straw thoroughly mixed and salted, 
with a little long hay at uight.—Ad- 
dress of D. MoNanght, V. S.

garish gayety, the most thickly popcia- 
ted area of ground on. earth, has fche 
Bowery beoomo a place of interest to the 
sociologist as well as to the mere curl 
oeity seeker. 


The Bowery, onco less cosmopolitan 


than now, was chiefly celebrated for its 
haunts of pleasure and for tho perils 
that attended the unsophisticated out- 
sider who nought its joya. In the old 
days its most conspicuous feature was 
the dance hull Those days have passed. 
The Bowery has its dance halls, wh^ro 
cracked pianos and'wheezy violins and 
car splitting human voices outrage har- 
mony, a:ud ingenious fancy stops are 
executed by grocers' clerks and jaunty 
girls of whom most were born in the 
country; where sailors dispose of their 
pay, and wiiero much bad liquor is 
drunk.

Tho long, 
narrow, cheap saloon, with its sawdust 
laid floor, invites your attention to the 
largest gliass of beer in tho world, which 
is to be Imil for 5 cents. The glass is as 
big as a tunall Itcg. A normal man can- 
not empty it, try as ho may, in less than 
fivo nnutitcH. They call it a "working- 
man's fri«ml."
